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To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  Dawley  Urban  District 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Council's  Health  Services  for  the  year  1969. 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  the  progress  which  is  being  made 
within  the  Urban  District  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  vital 
statistics.  Consideration  of  the  figures  for  the  last  three 
years  shows  the  change  which  has  occurred.  The  birth  rate  has 
increased  from  14.3  per  thousand  population  in  1967  to  20.0  per 
thousand  population  in  1969.  Conversely,  the  death  rate  has 
decreased  from  16.8  per  thousand  population  for  1967  to  10.5  per 
thousand  population  for  1969*  In  fact,  the  number  of  live 
births  at  500  is  almost  twice  the  number  of  deaths  at  257  during 
the  year  1969* 

The  rapid  and  accelerating  rate  of  development  means 
that  co-ordination  of  the  services  is  extremely  important. 
Reference  is  made  in  the  Environmental  Hygiene  Section  of  the 
report,  contributed  by  Mr.  J.  L.  McFall,  to  the  Policy  Plan. 

This  describes  the  ways  in  which  the  Public  health  Department 
is  involved  in  this  planning  for  the  future.  In  addition,  the 
services  provided  by  the  County  Council,  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  and  the  Executive  Council  have  to  be  timed  to  be  ready 
for  the  incoming  population  and  at  the  same  time  to  improve 
the  services  for  the  present  population.  The  opportunity 
provided  to  plan  the  health  services  in  the  Urban  District  in 
order  to  incorporate  the  latest  methods  of  prevention  and 
treatment  of  illness  is  being  taken  and  this  will  be  to  the 
benefit  of  all  of  the  people  living  in  the  district. 

It  will  be  seen  in  the  section  on  infectious  diseases 
that  there  was  an  outbreak  of  measles  in  the  district  during 
1969.  Every  year  the  control  of  infectious  diseases  improves 
and  measles  is  an  illness  which  should  be  brought  undcpr 
control  in  the  near  future,  now  that  a satisfactory  vaccine 
is  available.  It  is  hoped  that  this  illness  will  be  practically 
eliminated  in  time,  as  with  so  many  other  infectious  diseases 
that  were  once  a scourge.  However,  other  problems  arise, 
such  as  the  spread  of  sexually  transmitted  diseases  and  much 
thought  is  being  given  to  ways  in  which  these  may  be  reduced. 
Infectious  Hepatitis  is  another  condition  which  is  difficult 
to  control,  but  now  that  it  is  a notifiable  disease,  better 
knowledge  is  being  obtained  of  its  incidence  and  spread  through 
the  community. 

The  provision  of  modern  methods  of  waste  disposal  is 
an  aim  of  the  public  health  department.  Refuse  incineration 
is  planned  for  the  future  by  the  Refuse  Disposal  Joint 
Committee.  A paper  sack  system  of  refuse  collection  is  used 
on  the  Development  Corporation's  estates  and  this  is  to  be 
extended  gradually  to  serve  the  original  parts  of  the  Urban 
District.  A Bulk  Container  Service  for  trade  premises  is  to  be 
operated  from  1st  April,  1970. 

A great  deal  of  work  is  carried  out  by  members  of  the 
staff  and,  although  this  may  appear  to  be  largely  routine  work, 
without  it  the  health  of  the  community  could  not  be  maintained. 
This  work  is  described  in  the  report  and  details  are  given  of 
the  inspections  and  other  duties  completed  during  the  year. 
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I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  and  the  staff 
for  their  hard  work  and  loyalty.

Comparison  of  the  figures  with  those  for  1968  shows  an 
increase  in  deaths  from  malignant  neoplasm  of  the  lung  or 
bronchus  of  7 to  l4.  Deaths  from  respiratory  disease  show 
little  change  at  34  compared  with  38.  The  most  important  cause 
of  death,  which  is  the  vascular  group,  shows  a reduction  from 
150  to  126.  This  is  accounted  for  by  a fall  of 23  from  62  to 
39  in  deaths  from  ischaemic  heart  disease*  These  figures  will 
have  to  be  considered  over  a longer  period  and  yearly  variations 
are  not  to  be  relied  upon.

The  deaths  under  one  year  have  been  analysed  previously.  A 
progressive  increase  in  numbers  of  deaths  from  45  onwards  can  be 
seen.  The  deaths  between  one  year  and  45  years  were  due  to:-

The  causes  of  death  show  mortality  and  not  morbidity, 
but  generally  indicate  the  continued  improvement  in  the  state 
of  health  of  the  community.  Further  progress  is  expected  as 
the  services  in  the  area  continue  to  improve.  The  need  for  the 
individual  to  aim  for  a positive  approach  towards  health  must 
be  stressed  once  again. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  number  of  notifications  of  dysentery  was  higher 
during  19&9  and  does  vary  from  year  to  year.  Present  indications 
are  that  the  number  will  be  low  for  1970. 

The  higher  number  of  notifications  for  infective  jaundice 
does  not  indicate  a rising  trend.  This  condition  only  became 
notifiable  for  the  first  time  in  1968  and  the  1969  figures  are 
the  first  year  of  complete  notification. 

The  number  of  notified  cases  of  measles  was  high  during 
1969  and  will  be  lower  during  1970*  This  is  the  usual  pattern 
in  the  incidence  of  measles  and  it  is  the  commonest  of  the 
notifiable  diseases.  Immunisation  against  measles  is  available 
and  it  is  expected  that  the  incidence  of  this  disease  will 
decrease  in  the  next  few  years.

Hospital  Services 

The  hospital  and  specialist  services  a.re  provided  by  the 
Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  its  hospital  management 
committees. 


The  district  lies  between  large  general  hospitals  at 
Wolverhampton,  under  the  Wolverhampton  Hospital  Management 
Committee  and  Shrewsbury,  under  Shrewsbury  Group.  Hospital 
Management  Committee,  and  is  well  served  by  them. 

Copthcrne  Hospital  has  an  isolation  ward  and  this  is 
where  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted. 

Consultants  from  both  hospital  management  committees 
hold  out-patient  sessions  at  Broseley,  Much  Wenlock,  Shifnal, 
Wrekin  Hospitals  and  also  at  Bridgnorth. 

Ambulance  Services 

This  is  provided  by  the  County  Council.  Operational 
Control  of  the  Servics  is  maintained  throughout  the  24  hours 
from  Headquarters,  Central  Ambulance  Station,  Abbey  Foregate, 
Shrewsbury,  Telephone  Number  - Shrewsbury  6331 • 

The  Dawley  Urban  District  is  served  by  ambulances  from 
Bridgnorth,  Donnington,  Much  Wenlock,  Shifnal  and  Shrewsbury, 

It  is  expected  that  the  building  of  a new  Ambulance 
Station  at  Tweedale  will  be  commenced  in  1970. 

Vaccination  and  Immunization 


This  is  carried  out  by  both  the  County  Council  Medical 
Officers  and  General  Practitioners.  It  is  offered  to  pre- 
school children  and  school  children  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough,  tetanus,  smallpox,  measles  and  poliomyelitis.  Vaccination 
against  tuberculosis  is  also  offered  to  school  children  aged 
13  years  and  this  is  carried  out  as  a routine  in  secondary 
schools  with  parents  consent. 

In  the  Dawley  Urban  District  there  are  four  health 
visitors,  four  nurse  midwives  and  one  part-time  District  Nurse. 
The  midwives  undertake  both  midwifery  and  district  nursing 
duties. 


Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care 


(a)  Several  articles  of  nursing  equipment,  such  as  air  rings, 
bod  pans,  feeding  cups,  etc.,  are  on  loan  to  patients  being 
nursed  at  home.  These  can  be  obtained  from  the  County  Council 
via  the  district  nurses. 

(b)  Convalescence  for  people  not  requiring  special  nursing 
care  or  medical  care  but  still  recovering  from  illness  can  be 
arranged.  The  County  Council  makes  frequent  use  of  the  Lady 
Forester's  Home,  Llandudno  for  this  purpose. 

(c)  Mental  Health  - The  County  Council  are  responsible  for 
supervision  in  their  own  homes  of  the  mentally  handicapped 
persons.  This  is  done  mainly  through  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer 
and  the  Health  Visitor.  They  also  assist  general  practitioners 
to  secure  hospital  admission  for  the  mentally  ill. 

(d)  Treatment  of  tuberculosis  is  provided  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  at  chest  clinics  and  sanatoria,  but  the 
prevention  and  the  after-care  are  shared  between  the  Local 
Authority  and  Hospital  Board.  Health  visitors  follow  up  cases 
and  do  most  of  the  contact  tracing.  Open  air  shelters  can  be 
provided  by  the  County  when  required.  Extra  nourishment  may  be 
provided.  The  Local  Authority  and  Regional  Board  combine  in 
arranging  amenities  for  Chest  X-ray.

Arrangements  were  negotiated  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  to  provide  five  houses  with  a piped  supply  of 
water  from  a farm  service  pipe  via  a meter,  as  the  well  water 
had  become  polluted. 

2.  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Little,  if  any,  progress  was  made  during  the  year 
towards  the  provision  of  a sewage  system  for  the  Ironbridge 
and  Coalbrookdale  area.  The  discharge  of  crude  sewage  to  the 
river,  from  many  properties,  continues  to  cause  concern  but 
financial  and  technical  difficulties  have  so  far  obstructed 
progress. 

Improvement  of  some  of  the  sub-standard  properties  in 
this  area  has  taken  place  where  it  has  been  possible  to 
install  septic  tanks,  but  improvement  of  other  properties  is 
prevented  where  a suitable  site  for  a septic  tank  is  not 
available. 

A weekly  service  is  provided  for  pail  closets  in  the 
district  where  these  still  exist  and  the  service  has  been 
extended  to  building  sites  in  the  area  of  the  New  Town 
Development  where  temporary  closets  are  provided.  In 
addition,  the  one  vehicle  in  use  provides  a satisfactory 
service  to  some  600  premises  where  septic  tank,  drainage  is 
used. 

Septic  tanks  and  earth  closets  are  emptied  free  of 
charge  but  a charge  is  made  for  emptying  pail  closets  on 
building  sites.

3*  REFUSE  COLLECTION 


(a)  Expansion  of  Service 

The  refuse  collection  service  continues  to  expand  as  the 
Telford  New  Town  develops,  most  of  the  development  by  the 
Corporation  at  present  taking  place  within  Dawley  Urban  District. 

About  30  extra  houses  each  week  require  a refuse 
collection  service  and  trade  refuse  from  the  new  factory 
estates  continues  to  increase.  All  this  requires  a careful 
assessment  of  requirements  for  the  following  twelve  months 
in  transport  and  labour.  The  expansion  of  the  service  for  the 
next  five  years  has  been  planned  ahead. 

(b)  Refuse  Collection  on  "Radburn"  type  Estates 

The  system  of  refuse  collection,  using  electric 
pedestrian  controlled  trucks  on  the  pedestrian  ways  and 
conveying  to  a purpose  built  central  depot,  was  commenced  in 
June,  1969*  after  some  delay  due  to  the  refuse  depot  not 
having  been  constructed  on  time*  The  system  has  proved  to  be 
satisfactory,  quiet  in  operation  and  economical  in  use*  The 
depot,  which  was  specially  designed  for  the  purpose,  is 
completely  surrounded  by  a high  wall  and  is  unobtrusive*  The 
system  enables  more  economical  use  to  be  made  of  the  compres- 
sion type  refuse  vehicles  as  a vehicle  need  spend  only  half  an 
hour  a day  at  the  depot  instead  of  five  whole  days  on  the 
estate*  An  electric  truck  with  charging  equipment  costs 
around  £700,  a refuse  vehicle  about  £5,400.  The  former  has 
much  lower  maintenance  and  operational  costs* 

The  system  has  been  so  successful  that  there  has  been 
no  hesitation  in  deciding  to  extend  the  system  to  the  next 
estate  now  being  developed,  where  two  such  depots  will  be 
provided*  Eventually  it  is  planned  to  extend  the  system  to 
other  new  estates,  as  these  are  developed  in  the  district, 

(c)  Refuse  Bins  and  Paper  Sacks 

Dwellings,  other  than  those  in  the  areas  of  the  new 
development,  are  provided  with  refuse  bins  without  charge  on 
a seven  year  replacement  basis* 

The  refuse  from  all  new  dwellings  erected  on  the 
Development  Corporation's  estates  in  the  Urban  District  is 
collected  by  the  paper  sack  system  and  it  has  been  decided  to 
extend  gradually,  this  system  of  collection,  to  serve  the 
original  parts  of  the  Urban  District* 

(d)  Trade  Refuse 

A scale  of  charges  for  trade  refuse  collection  has  now 
operated  for  two  years  without  any  strong  objections  from  the 
commercial  concerns*  The  charge  made  is  less  than  the  actual 
cost  of  collection  but  results  in  an  appreciable  income  from 
annual  contracts  and  other  charges,  £987*  0.  0*  in  1969/70* 

With  the  increase  in  the  number  of  factories  now  being 
occupied  it  has  been  decided  to  operate  a bulk  container 
service  for  trade  premises  from  April  1st,  1970*  Such  a scheme 
is  now  necessary  for  reasons  of  efficiency  and  economy* 
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(e)  Civic  Amenities  Act 


The  obligations  on  Councils  to  deal  with  abandoned  or 
derelict  motor  vehicles  has  been  dealt  with  without  much 
difficulty  by  this  Council,  although  the  problem  is  increasing. 
One  finds  that  attaching  a seven  day  notice  to  a derelict 
vehicle  before  removal  is  a signal  for  the  vandals  to  move  in 
to  remove  anything  of  value.  An  arrangement  with  a local 
scrap  dealer  to  remove  vehicles  on  instructions  has  saved  much 
time  and  expense. 

(f ) Bulk  Collection  Service 


Many  householders  make  use  of  this  service  for  disposing 
of  unwanted  furniture  and  other  bulky  household  goods.  331 
requests,  were  received  during  19^9*  for  this  service,  from 
householders.  Any  goods  which  may  be  of  use  to  families  in 
need  are  stored,  if  not  required  for  distribution,  or  are 
offered  to  the  Royal  Women's  Voluntary  Service  for  use  in  their 
family  aid  scheme. 

The  Council  remove  all  domestic  or  trade  refuse  but  it 
is  still  necessary  to  spend  time  clearing  dumped  rubbish  from 
parts  of  the  district.  The  problem  is  increased  by  the  necessity 
to  clear  rubbish  from  the  stopping  places  used  by  itinerant 
caravan  dwellers. 


4.  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

(a)  Refuse  Tip 

Refuse  continues  to  be  disposed  of  by  a system  of 
controlled  tipping  in  a privately  owned  quarry.  It  was 
necessary,  during  the  year,  to  extend  the  tipping  area  in  the 
quarry  to  cover  the  whole  of  the  main  bay  and  in  order  to  do 
this  it  was  necessary  first,  to  lay  concrete  pipes  on  the  bed 
of  the  quarry  to  convey  spring  water  entering  another  part 

of  the  quarry  to  the  pumping  point.  The  extension  of  the 

tipping  area  was  made  necessary  by  the  rapidly  increasing 
amount  of  household  and  trade  refuse  being  collected.  The  tip 

should  provide  at  least  three  years  tipping  space  but  this  is 

partly  limited  by  the  quarry  owner  requiring  an  access  road 
on  one  side  of  the  quarry  to  the  area  not  used  for  tipping 
and  by  a requirement  that  a geological  feature  on  the  opposite 
quarry  wall  must  be  left  exposed.  It  is  obvious,  with  the 
rapidly  increasing  amount  of  refuse  now  being  received  that  the 
decision  to  provide  a refuse  incinerator  in  the  near  future  is 
the  right  one. 

(b)  Refuse  Tip  - Metal  Reclamation 

During  the  early  part  of  1969,  permission  was  given  to  a 
firm  to  carry  out  metal  recovery  on  a disused  refuse  tip  where 
foundry  sand  had  been  regularly  used  as  covering  material  over 
a number  of  years.  Specially  designed  machinery  was  used  and 
1,332  tons  of  metal,  mainly  cast  iron  from  the  foundry  sand, 
was  recovered  which  resulted  in  an  income  of  £666  to  the 
Council  arising  from  an  agreed  payment  of  lO/-d  per  ton  of 
the  metal  extracted. 
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(c)  Refuse  Incineration 


The  Refuse  Disposal  Joint  Committee  formed  by  four  local 
authorities  continued  discussions  during  the  year.  The 
suggested  scheme  for  utilizing  the  waste  heat  from  the  refuse 
incinerator  in  a district  heating  scheme  at  Stirchley  was  not 
pursued  as  the  Telford  Development  Corporation  decided  not  to 
proceed  with  a district  heating  scheme  on  this  new  estate. 
Unfortunately,  such  a conveniently  timed  opportunity  to  utilize 
the  large  amount  of  waste  heat  generated  is  unlikely  to  arise 
again.  This  false  trail  has  resulted  in  some  delay  but  the 
possibility  was  worth  investigating.  Many  Continental  countries 
have  made  great  strides  in  waste  heat  utilization.  In  this 
country  any  such  project  does  not  appear  to  receive  the  support 
it  deserves.  The  provision  of  an  incinerator  is  now  most 
urgently  needed,  particularly  by  two  of  the  participating 
authorities  and  discussions  are  proceeding, 

5.  RODENT  CONTROL 


One  rodent  operator  is  employed  and  continues  to  cope 
satisfactorily  with  the  control  of  rats  and  mice  in  the 
expanding  Urban  District,  Some  trouble  was  experienced  on  the 
Sutton  Hill  Estate  at  one  period  of  construction,  when  a small 
number  of  rats  infested  a few  dwellings  under  construction,  but 
generally,  with  compact  new  housing  estates,  completely 
surrounded  by  a ring  road,  it  should  be  possible  to  keep  them 
vermin  free  and  this  we  aim  to  do. 

The  annual  test  baiting  of  sewers  in  the  Urban  District 
revealed  no  major  rat  infestation  and  the  infestations  found 
were  cleared.

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6.  NUISANCE  FROM  DOGS 


The  Council  received  complaints  frequently  during  the 
year  concerning  dogs,  sometimes  in  groups,  wandering  around 
the  housing  estates  and  fouling  the  footpaths*  The  larger 
animals  are  sometimes  a nuisance  to  small  children  in  the  play 
areas  of  the  new  housing  estates* 

The  fouling  of  footpaths  in  areas  of  concentrated  housing 
development  is  a serious  public  health  nuisance,  but  present 
legislation  does  not  give  a local  authority  adequate  power  to 
deal  with  the  problem.  The  subject  was  debated  by  the  Public 
Health  Committee  on  more  than  one  occasion  when  it  was  decided 
that  no  effective  action  could  be  taken.

Housing  Survey 

A local  authority  is  required  by  the  Housing  Act,  1957, 
to  inspect  their  district  from  time  to  time  to  see  what 
dwellings  are  unfit  for  human  habitation.  To  obtain  this 
information  a comprehensive  housing  survey  commenced  in  1966 
and  completed  early  in  1967.  The  survey  is  amended  as  houses 
are  improved  or  demolished,  and  has  proved  to  be  an  invaluable 
aid  when  dealing  with  official  searches  and  answering  queries 
relating  to  houses  in  the  district.

8.  RENT  CONTROL 

Rent  Act,  1957 

Although  there  are  many  tenancies  still  controlled  by  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  few  tenants  are  aware  of  the  protection 
available  to  them,  and  until  local  authorities  are  given  the 
duty  to  advise  tenants  as  to  their  rights  under  the  Rent  Act, 
very  few  tenants  will  be  aware  of  the  protection  offered  by 
the  Act.  No  enquiries  have  been  received  for  certificates  of 
Disrepair  from  tenants  for  several  years  and  yet  Public  Health 
Inspectors  often  see  rent  books  where  rent  has  been  increased 
without  the  required  notice  being  served  on  the  tenant  and 
where  the  increase  is  in  excess  of  that  permitted. 

(b)  Housing  Act,  1969  (Part  III) 

No  applications  for  ’'Qualification  Certificates",  which 
permits  a landlord  to  apply  to  the  Rent  Officer  for  a fair 
rent  to  be  assessed,  have  been  received  during  the  period 
August  to  December,  1969*  The  Act  came  into  operation  in 
August,  1969. 

9.  MOVABLE  DWELLINGS 

At  the  end  of  1969*  there  were  54  caravans  on  licensed 
sites  in  the  Urban  District,  this  shows  a reduction  of  l4 
on  last  years  total. 

As  the  Dawley  Urban  District  is  within  the  Telford  New 
Town,  applications  for  siting  caravans  in  the  area  are  not 
encouraged,  although  an  exemption  for  works  on  building. and 
similar  sites  is  provided  for  in  the  Caravan  Sites  Act,  1968, 
where  caravans  are  sited  nearby. 

Itinerant  caravan  dwellers  continue  to  be  a nuisance  to 
the  inhabitants  of  the  area  from  time  to  time.  The  problem  is 
not  so  serious  as  experienced  by  some  local  authorities  however. 


10.  CLEAN  AIR  ACTS,  1956  and  1968 

Although  the  Council  has  expressed  much  interest  in 
implementing  a Clean  Air  Policy  for  the  Urban  District,  the 
very  unsatisfactory  position  regarding  the  supply  of  smokeless 
fuels  has  so  far  discouraged  the  Council  from  giving  the 
matter  further  consideration.  An  ample  supply  of  smokeless 
fuels  is  a pre-requisite  of  any  proposals  to  establish  smoke 
control  areas. 
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The  Cleanliness  of  the  air  on  the  new  housing  estates 
now  being  erected  by  Telford  Development  Corporation,  where 
only  gas  or  electric  heating  is  provided,  is  a good  advertis- 
ment  for  a Clean  Air  Policy. 

An  increasing  number  of  applications  for  approval  of 
furnaces  and  boiler  plant  have  been  received  during  the  year, 
particularly  from  new  industry  moving  into  the  area. 
Applications  for  approval  of  chimney  heights  have  shown  that 
in  many  cases  the  proposed  height  is  insufficient  for  the 
particular  locality  and  a higher  chimney  has  been  required  on 
the  approval  notice  in  order  to  ensure  adequate  dispersal  of 
the  flue  gases. 

11.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
(a)  Meat  Inspection 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughter  house  in  the  Urban 
District  and  this  complies  with  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene) 
Regulations,  1958,  and  Prevention  of  Cruelty  Regulations.

(b)  Inspection  of  other  Foods 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  have  the  duty  to  inspect  any 
food  intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption  and  frequently  do 
so  during  routine  inspection  of  food  premises.  Food  traders 
often  call  on  the  advice  of  Inspectors  when  the  soundness  of 
any  food  is  in  doubt.  In  both  cases  the  Inspectors  can  require 
the  owner  to  surrender  the  unsound  food  for  destruction  and  in 
the  event  of  refusal  the  Inspector  may  take  the  food  before  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace  for  decision. 

In  this  modern  age  of  frozen  foods  and  supermarkets,  we 
are  often  called  in  when  a refrigerator  breaks  down  to  decide 
on  the  fitness  of  frozen  foods. 
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(c)  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  i960 


Routine  inspection  of  food  premises  were  made  during 
the  year  and  occupiers  were  informed  where  any  contraventions 
were  noted.  This  work  is  one  of  the  more  important  branches 
of  Public  Health  Inspection.  Most  of  the  improvement  to  food 
premises  and  improvements  in  the  way  food  businesses  are 
conducted  are  successfully  obtained  by  informal  action.

(d)  Legal  Proceedings 


In  February,  1969,  legal  proceedings  were  taken  in 
respect  of  a meat  delivery  van  after  previous  warnings  had 
been  given.  Action  was  taken  in  respect  of  the  following 
contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations

2.  Ventilation  slots  not  so  covered  as  to 
prevent  access  to  flies  and  insects.

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The  magistrates  dismissed  the  charges  3»  4 and  8 and  the 
owner  was  fined  a total  of  £52.  0.  0.  on  the  other  charges. 

The  question  as  to  whether  plastic  bags  could  be  classed 
as  suitable  containers  for  holding  offal  showed  a divergence  of 
opinion  and  produced  an  interesting  cross  examination  of  witnesses. 
This  charge  was  finally  dismissed.

13.  THE  OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

Most  of  the  premises  registered  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  have  been  visited  at  least  once  during  the  year  and 
over  half  have  received  a general  inspection  to  ensure  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  Your  Inspectors  have  the  duty 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Act  which  deals  with  premises 
and  concerning  machinery,  lifts  and  hoists  and  other  matters 
affecting  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  employee.

l4.  THE  SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

Little  action  has  been  taken  to  see  that  the  provisions 
of  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  are  observed  so  far  as  closing  hours 
are  observed  but  casual  observation  has  shown  that  the  majority 
of  shop  keepers  in  the  district  comply  with  the  closing  hour 
provision. 

With  the  advent  of  larger  shops  into  the  new  development 
it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Public  Health  Department  to  pay 
more  attention  to  the  enforcement  of  the  Shops  Act,  particularly 
as  regards  hour's  of  employment  of  young  persons. 


15.  POLICY  PLAN 


As  the  major  portion  of  the  Telford  Development 
Corporation's  activities  in  developing  the  New  Town  of  Telford 
are  taking  place  in  the  Dawley  Urban  District  and  rapid  changes 
are  talcing  place  which  affect  the  services  for  which  the 
Council  are  responsible,  it  was  decided  in  June,  19&7,  to  plan 
ahead,  the  Council's  activities  over  the  next  five  and  fifteen 
years,  so  that  a planned  policy  could  be  formulated. 

Surveys  of  the  various  existing  and  future  problems  were 
made  by  each  department  and  after  careful  study  certain  aims 
and  objectives  were  decided  upon  and  placed  before  the  Council 
in  the  form  of  a comprehensive  report.  The  report  was  compiled 
by  the  Chief  Officers  of  each  department  working  as  a team, 
since  it  was  found  that  most  of  the  matters  being  studied 
affected  more  than  one  department  and  co-ordinated  planning 
was  essential. 

A general  appraisal  of  the  Council's  future  activities 
was  outlined  under  the  following  headings :- 

Urban  Renewal 
Slum  Clearance 
New  Housing 
Highways 
Drainage 
Recreation 

So  far  as  the  Public  Health  Department  is  affected,  the 
following  matters  are  the  principal  ones  affecting  the  work  of 
the  department,  but  which  are  inter elated  with  the  activities 
of  other  departments. 

(a)  Slum  Clearance 

Future  Clearance  Areas  are  listed  with  a plan  to 
couple  up  slum  clearance  with  redevelopment  of 
land  for  building  or  other  purposes,  and  with  re- 
housing proposals. 

(b)  House  Improvements 

The  Council  has  always  encouraged  applications 
for  improvement  grants  where  possible  and  certain 
areas  of  sub-standard  property  have  been  listed 
to  be  dealt  with  as  Improvement  Areas. 

(c)  Refuse  Collection 

All  dwellings  being  erected  by  Telford  Development 
Corporation  are  fitted  out  for  paper  sack  refuse 
collection.  It  has  been  decided  to  plan  the 
extension  of  this  system  to  existing  dwellings  over 
a period.  A bulk  refuse  collection  system  is  to  be 
provided  for  industrial  premises. 

(d)  Refuse  Disposal 

Part  of  the  future  policy  for  disposal  of  refuse  is 
for  the  provision  of  an  incinerator  to  serve  Dawley 
and  three  adjacent  authorities.  A Joint  Committee 
for  the  four  authorities  is  dealing  with  this  project. 
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(e) 


Rodent  Control 


A careful  watch  will  be  kept  to  see  that  the  new 
development  is  kept  vermin  free,  which  should  not 
be  difficult.  Expansion  of  this  service  has  been 
planned  to  coincide  with  estimated  requirements. 

(f ) Smoke  Control 

The  Council  accepted  as  part  of  the  plan  to  bear  in 
mind,  as  part  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Programme,  the 
designation  of  smoke  control  areas.  The  shortage 
of  smokeless  fuel  supplies  at  present  prevents  such 
a policy  being  implemented, 

(g)  Other  Activities 

Other  duties  of  the  Public  Health  Department  are 
mainly  involved  with  enforcing  legislation 
protecting  the  population  from  public  health 
nuisances,  ensuring  clean  and  disease  free  food, 
control  of  infectious  diseases  and  other  day  to 
day  matters  which  do  not  form  part  of  the  Policy 
plan  other  than  to  ensure  that  adequate  staff  is 
provided  to  ensure  that  the  public  are  fully 
protected. 

It  is  thought  that  the  population  would,  in  1973» 
reach  population  of  40,000  which  would  mean  that 
the  Council  would  become  a Food  and  Drugs  Authority, 
when  a subsequent  published  census  showed  a 
population  of  40,000  or  over.
